NE of these days travelers through Sidney, N. Y., by 
O way of either the Delaware & Hudson from Bing- 
hamton to Albany or the Ontario & Western from 
New York to Oswego will see painted on the side of a barn 
at the White City stock farm a heroic size picture of King 
Walker 5th, pride of the farm which E. A. Vandervort 
(better known to the fraternity as “Ed”) has paid for and 
stocked out of his profits on the “Black and Whites” during 
the past ten years. Faith in a good bull, and in this bull 
in particular, is the mainspring of action at the White City 
farm, and its owner wants to share his belief with all who 
pass by and can read. Doubtless many will be lured by 
the picture, for the farm is conveniently reached from 
Sidney, spread out a mile from the station on the broad, 
level top of a long plateau, the big, white buildings with 
their glistening slate roofs visible for some distance up 
and down the beautiful valley.

home of this remarkable 
young bull, was bought ten 
years ago. Here Mr. Vander- 
vort moved on March 1 from 
Sidney Center, where he was 
born and had always lived 
and where he started with 
thoroughbreds fourteen years 
ago on the old Vandervort 
homestead. The farm is one 
of 250 acres, beautifully lo- 
cated overlooking the valley 
of the Susquehanna, and the 
buildings, half a dozen in num- 
ber and all painted white, 
form a miniature “city” from 
which the place takes its 
name. The main cow barn, 
40x120 feet in size, furnishes 
quarters for Mr. Vandervort’s 
own herd, of which he is 
milking about thirty this win- 
ter, for the boarders he al- 
ways has on hand for service 
to King Walker 5th,.and for 
the storage of liberal quanti- 
ties of hay and feed. Adjoin- 
ing it'is the silo, 30x35 feet, 
which holds approximately 
250 tons of ensilage, or 
enough to last his cows from the time they go in in the fall 
until they go out in the spring, with one feeding per day. 
Of three old square silos on the place, built thirty years ago 
and probably at that time the only ones in Delaware county, 
two are now used for the storage of ice and one for the 
storage of shavings. All three are filled from ground level 
on the upper side and their contents are removed from be- 
low, convenience being one of the mottoes, apparently, of 
the builder of this set of workhouses. A calf barn, 16x75,

milk per day for 100 days, with 114 Ibs. as her best day. 


adjoins the main barn on another side, and furnishes ac- 
commodations for 25 calves, and beyond is a smaller cow- 
barn, 40x80, which at present is almost filled, in the owner’s 
estimation, by King Walker 5th. Sir Fairview Korndyke, 
another bull of whom Mr. Vandervort thinks considerable, 
also occupies a place in this barn along with a small drove 
of fertilizer-manufacturing pigs, but the owner has visions 
for the future of the White City which would join the small- 
er barn to the larger in one huge structure 300 feet long 
and which would provide accommodations for a herd of 
100 head of 30-pounders or better, with King Walker 5th at 
its head. 

“Then,” he enthuses, ‘‘we’ll have an automobile to meet 
visitors at the station, and a drive fixed so we can let ’em 
out at the barn door, and fancy stalls for the cows and 2 
real place for the King.” 


Speaking of automobiles in connection with Mr. Vander- 
vort, it may be said that his ideas concerning the devil- 
wagon are strictly new and noved, considering the fact that. 
he has on the place, convenient to both house and barn, a 
tig concrete ice-house which now stands idle and which 
looks to be simply itching’ for the installation of a big, 
new car. 


“T can’t afford to run an automobile,” he says. “That is, 
I can’t afford to take the time from my business which such 
a luxury would demand. For it is a lux- 
ury when my horse and buggy will answer 
every purpose of getting me and my friends 
and visitors to and from the town and 
railroad station. The train will take me 
practically anywhere I want to go on busi- 
ness, and I like horses. Now look at that 
fellow over there in——’” and there follows 
a discourse on the ruin which followed the 
purchase of a car by somebody over on a 
nearby farm. Nevertheless, the icehouse 
stands empty, a constant reminder of its 
possible efficiency as a garage. 

A granary, 16x18, two hen-houses which 
furnish protection for 100 hens, and a milk- 
house and separator room complete the 
list of outbuildings, all of which are roofed 
with slate. The simple, old-fashioned 
farmhouse, also painted white, where the 
former owner and builder, Harris Gillette, 
lived. for 30 years, rounds out the picture. 
Electric light and power for the entire 
plant are furnished from the power-housé 
nearby which supplies Sidney and two 
neighboring villages with “juice,” and Mr. 
Vandervort makes good use of them. A 
1 h. p. motor in the milk-house runs the 
separator and does the light work for the 
house; while’a 10 h. p. motor at the barn 
cuts ensilage and feed, saws wood and per-

forms the dozen other tasks about the farm at 
which power is so largely replacing man. 

No sale of whole milk off the farm for this 
successful operator. He began shipping 
cream to New York city nine years ago this 
month and listen to his counsel: “Talk about 
fertilizer. We have had from eight to twenty 
cans of milk per day left after the separator 
has done its work. Every bit of it has gone 
through calves and hogs and back onto the 
land, and you just bet it hasn’t done it any 
harm. Do you know what skim milk is worth 
for raising pigs? It’s worth 35 cents per 100 
pounds—I know because I’ve tried it. And 
it’s worth a whole lot more than that for 
raising thoroughbred Holstein calves. I’ve 
tried that, too.” 

There are 250 acres of land in the entire 
farm, including about 100 acres under plow, 
30 acres of woodland and 120 of pasture. 
The cows are out day and night in the sum- 
mer, but they go uf at night about September 
1, a month or six weeks before those of neigh- 
bors. Grain is fed the year around, the win- 
ter feed to milch cows being about 13 pounds 
of hominy, bran, oil meal and Continental 
gluten. Less bran is fed in the summer. Mr. 
‘Vandervort has fed New York alfalfa and has 
tried to raise it on his own farm, but has 
found neither wort’, while. 

“This is not an alfalfa soil,” he says, “and 
fooling with it doesn’t pay. I know that you 
can point to others here who grow it (his neighbor has 15 
acres now well started), but counting the time and trou- 
ble of getting a stand and the uncertainty of the weather 
for harvesting a crop that needs so much sun as alfalfa, I 
firmly believe that it is time and money thrown away to try 
to raise it. Why, I think there’d be more money if you must 
feed alfalfa, in raising good clover and timothy, selling it 
off the farm and buying back the western product.” 

Mr. Vandervort is a firm believer, also, in the individual 
system of watering his cattle. His barn is equipped with 
Foote steel stanchions, with water buckets in the mangers, 
and he would have no other way. 

“Disease?” he scorns, when asked about the liability of 
infection. ‘“You’re not supposed to have infectious diseas. 
in your herd. And disease or no disease, I’d have the buck- 
ets. I know from experience with my own herd that they 
mean more milk, and if you need any further proof there 
are the L cows out there now, which have gained six 
or eight pounds apiece in the short time they have been 
here. Oh, yes, they go out every day for 30 minutes or an 
hour for exercise. Fresh air and a change of bedding, but 
as for loading up for the day on cold water, that they don’t 
have to do. When they have the water before them they 
drink more often and their drinking it inside where it has 
been warmed by coming into the stable enables them to

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An Explanation of the Rules 


By MALCOLM H. GARDNER, Supt. of Advanded Registry 


statement by Mr. Gardner is 
ditor.

recent meeting discussed at some leng e 
eee end aad many were found who could not see the 
necessity for notifying the office of the Superintendent in ad- 
vance, of intention to test. While not desiring to prolong or 
intensify the discussion, the World felt that an opportunity 
should be given the superintendent of Advanced Registry to 
speak. a word if he chose in behalf of the rule. His elarifying 
and very reasonable explanation given below is the result.

Editor’s Note : 
written at the request of the 


istry rule requiring that a permit to test shall have 

been obtained by the owner or person in charge of the 
cow tested, before the report of an official test may be ac- 
cepted for entry in the Advanced Register Year Book, was 
under discussion at a late meeting of the New York Holstein- 
Friesian Breeders’ Club, and your asking my views as to 
the value of that requirement, I am glad to give them. 
Whenever an owner is asked to do something additional to, 
or different from that to which he has been accustomed, 
perhaps putting him to some extra trouble, it is right and 
proper that those favoring the change should show cause 
as to why they advocate it. As to the rule in question, I 
had nothing to do with its formulation; but as it put into 
concrete shape what I was trying to accomplish in another 
way, it gained my sincere approval. 

To understand the need of the rule, it will be necessary 
to go back to the beginning of advanced registration based 
on the official test. Under the older system, the Superin- 
tendent appointed special inspectors; whereas under the 
newer form the supervisors appointed by the State Agri- 
cultural Colleges took the place of the special inspectors. 
Under the old system, the owner dealt directly with the 
Advanced Registry office; and that office knew what the 
owner was doing. Under the new, the connection was more 
or less indirect; tending to make the Advanced Registry 
office largely a recording office, with no adequate means of 
knowing what would be expected from it. During the first 
four years of my superintendency, the fitting of clerical as- 
sistance required to the amount of work expected from the 
office did not trouble me; when we ran out of routine work, 
we used all spare time in the re-organization of the office. 
But after all the re-organization work was done, for two 
or three years, in order to be sure of having at all times 
plenty of work ahead, we worked shorthanded; often not 
being able to give as prompt service as desirable. 

If the increase from year to ycar in the amount of test- 
ing had been regular, I could have got along fairly well; 
but the increase was not regular. So I devised the old 
Form K, the same being a notification from owner to me 
as superintendent, that if all went well with them the 
owner intended to test certain cows listed by him; and I 
asked our breeders to aid’ me in keeping track of the work 
by using this form. Four-fifths of those testing did use the 
form, which proved to be just what I needed. As the use 
of the form was not compulsory, the remaining fifth dic 
not use it; and although I knew nothing of its intentions, 
I was not sorry to find that the By-Laws Committee, in 
revising the rules for testing, had incorporated a rule cov- 
ering this same ground as one of the requirements. 

In putting this new rule into practice, I have so con- 
strued both the rule and the intent of the By-Laws Com- 
mittee as to work no loss or hardsbip to any owner. The 
rule has now been in force for some sixteen months, is 
working without friction, and within the Advanced Regis- 
try Office is proving of very great value. The sets of cards 
kept are consulted many times each day, in order to enable 
us to answer questions asked by our breeders; and the 
supervisor set, coupled with requirements from owners, 
enables us to keep close track of over one thousand super- 
visors, so as to note the fact should any supervisor seem 
to conduct more than his share of the tests at any one 
place. The workings of the rule are also intertwined with 
those of the guaranty rule; enabling the advanced registry 
. Office to refuse permission to test to anyone who is financi- 
ally delinquent to the Association. It applies, too, in the 
matter of refusal of permission to test to any party who 
either may himself be undesirable, or may have. in his 


R ‘istry rate to your statement that the Advanced Reg- 


employ as herdsman or manager anyone whose name is on 
our list of undesirable citizens, sometimes called “the 
black list.” 


It is a well known maxim that ignorance of. the law 
can not be pled as an excuse; yet may breeders will make 
this plea when tests are rejected and their attention is call- 
ed to the fact that they have not complied with our rules 
in the making of the tests. So it has also been thought 
wise that for like reasons every applicant for permission 
to test shall sign the statement found at:the foot.of Form K, 
before any formal permit to test may be granted. Indeed, 
that this statement or declaration may in all instances be 
signed by the owner, or person in charge of the cow, is 
one of the main reasons for the existence of the rule. 

A copy of the permit is in each case sent to the State 
or Provincial Agricultural College that is to appoint the 
supervisor. In two or three states where the testing for 
advanced registration is thoroughly organized, I do not 
think the copy received by the officer in charge is of any 
real value to him; but in states where little testing is done, 
the notice given is of value to the officer in charge, many 
such officers having given it high approval. 


It is well understood that every breeder making tests 
desires to compete for prize money, and to have the tests 
appear in the volume of the Blue Book covering the fiscal 
year in which the tests are made. That this may. be done 
and all breeders placed on a par, all certified reports of 
tests that are complete in all respects and are mailed not 
later than April 30th of each year, by the officer in charge 
of testing in any state, must be taken care of in the advanc- 
ed registry office and included in the year’s work. Often 
there is an avalanche of reports during the latter half of 
April; but if the office had no knowledge whatever of what 
was coming, it could not make proper provision for the 
work. It must be borne in mind that even when application 
for permission to test is not made till the owner is ready 
to begin the tests, the making of such application gives us 
the information some five or six weeks before the reports 
of test are apt to reach the office. These certified reports 
of test are usually held up by the officer in charge till bills 
covering cost of conduct are paid; and they do this in 
accordance with Sec. 7 of the guaranty rule. 

Our fiscal year formerly closed on May 15th; but nearly 
four years ago I had to ask that I be given more time, and 
that the year close on April 30th. During the three years, 
however, testing for advanced registration has increased 
to so great an extent that but for Form K it would probably 
be necessary to ask for a yet earlier closing of the fiscal 
year. In that event, as a large amount of testing is done in 
the spring, many hundreds of tests would have to wait more 
than a year before appearing in the Blue Book.

In a letter I have received from 
Murray C. Bigger of Jarvis, Ontario, he 
speaks of the good results he has ob- 
tained from his first official testing. It 
is not more than four years ago that 
he bought his first pure-bred. No 
doubt the success of his neighbor, A. 
W. H. Cherry had quite a bit to do 
with his start in pure-breds, but it 
must be very gratifying to a young be- 
ginner to get as good as the following 
results: 

Netherland Schuiling, a daughter of 
Sir Schuiling Posch, made 28.32 Ibs. 
butter in seven days and Braemer 
Sosco De Pride, another mature cow, 
made 25.83 Ibs. butter and would have 
done better but for an attack of milk 
fever. Perhaps Murray was anxious 
to make a 30-lb. record and pushed 
her too much, but practical experience 
of this kind will be his best teacher. 
A couple of junior two-year-olds made 
15.18 lbs. and 17.58 lbs. butter. 

Maple Leaf Patsy. who made 17.59 
in seven days was carried on and made 
35.005 for the fourteen days, 50.773 
lbs. butter for 21 days with an aver- 
age of over 4 per cent. His two ma- 
ture cows both average over 4 per 
cent and we shall certainly hear from 
this beginner in the future. At pres- 
ent he has 23 head of pure breds. The 
bull calf that he showed at Guelph for 
third place, is doing well and his dam 
will freshen soon when he expects to 
make a good record with her. 

It must be encouraging to the older 
breeders to find that the younger men 
are following so well in their foot- 
steps. 

Walburn Rivers, of Ingersoll, has 
been making some very good records, 
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Canadian Department

especially with his junior two-year- 
olds,daughters of his herd sire, Prince 
Aaggie Mechthilde. Up to the present 
he has tested twelve daughters and 
one granddaughter from this sire with 
an average of 15% lbs. butter for 
seven days, at an average age of 1 yr. 
11 mos. and 8 days. Seven of his 
daughters in the semi-official test have 
given 14,800 lbs. milk in one year at 
an average age of 1 yr. 11 mos. and 1 
day. They certainly prove themselves 
to be stayers. Duchess Aaggie Wayne 
Mechthilde, as a junior two-year-old 
gave 394.3 lbs. milk and 16.878 Ibs. 
butter for seven days, and in the R. 
O. P. yearly test gave 16,700 Ibs. of 
milk. She freshened on November 
20th, 1914, at the age of 1 yr. 11 mos. 
and 2 days and, after finishing her 
yearly test on November 26, 1915, she 
was started on another seven day test 
for eight months or more after calv- 
ing. The test started on December 
13, 1915, nearly 13 months after fresh- 
ening and she gave 240 lbs. milk, an 
average of 34 Ibs. daily and made 
11.449 Ibs. butter. 

I think the above’ will come pretty 
near a record for over twelve months 
after freshening. The same herd 
holds the Canadian record for the two- 
year-old class in the record of per- 
formance with Duchess Wayne Calam- 
ity 2d (15514) with 16714 Ibs. of milk 
677.00 lbs. butter fat 846.25 lbs. butter. 
He also has another heifer milking 
from 65 to 68 Ibs. milk per day in the 
record of performance and expects to 
get 2000 Ibs. in the month. 


The Holstein-Friesian association 
of Canada held its annual meeting in 





Toronto on February 3d when the 
most representative attendance that 
has ever been present at any annual 
meeting of this important body of 
live stock breeders assembled. From 
east and west, members of the asso- 
ciation were present, and the Ontario 
members turned out in large numbers 
to meet their friends, the breeders of 
Holsteins-Friesians, from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic. 

The two motions that were before 


the meeting were both passed and will 
come into force at once. 


There was quite a discussion on the 
way the breeders of Holsteins have 
been treated by the Canadian Nation- 
al Exhibition. Other breeders have 
secured a larger grant than has. been 
given us. When you take into con- 
sideration that the Holstein men 
make a larger entry than any other 
breed, they certainly should receive 
better treatment from the manage- 
ment than now given them. 


The Holsteins at last year’s exhibi- 
tion exceeded all the beef breeds put 
together, and the total entry showed 
that Holsteins were onethird the 
number of cattle shown at the exhibi- 
tion, yet the grant received amountea 
to only one-sixth of the prize money. 

It was decided to make a grant of 
$1,000 on condition that the executive 
in arranging the classification of prize 
money would give the breeders of 
Holsteins the same amount as that 
given to any other breed. 


The other exhibitions throughout 
Canada were given the same grants as 
last year. The amounts paid out in 
premiums for Record of Merit test- 
ing amounted to/ $1,600 and some 
members, including President Flatt, 
voiced. the opinion that, as the asso- 
ciation was sailing very close to the 
wind financially, it would probably be 
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well to curtail expenses as much as 
possible in this direction. 

R. .M. Holtby could not see the 
wisdom of giving more money to en- 
courage a larger exhibit of cattle at 
Toronto fair and then to turn right 
around and cut off the Record ot 
Merit prize money. 

A. C. Hallman said that the asso- 
ciation must cut down the prize money 
paid annually. As for Record or 
Merit work he did not think that any 
breeder who had experience in the 
work required the money because he 
would go on and do it anyway but 
that something would have to be done 
to encourage the young breeder and 
get him started. 

Dr. Farewell held that the Record 
of Merit largely fixed the value of an 
animal and to ehcourage more breed- 
ers to take up the work, he thought 
it would be advisable to give any man 
who tested his cow at least $25. If 
we want to encourage the breeder and 
raise the value of our cattle, let us en- 
courage the testing of them. 

A. C. Hardy taking part in the dis- 
cussion said that milk and butter rec- 
ords have done more to make the 
breed than exhibitions and that every 
effort should be put forth to encour- 
age the breeders to do more testing. 
The American association is increas- 
ing from year to year the amount of 
money given for testing work, and for 
the Canadian breeders to cut the prem- 
iums will be starting at the wrong end 
so far as economy is concerned. 

G. A. Brethen said that, as a mem- 
ber of the executive who had favored 
a change, he did not want the im- 
pression to go abroad that he belit- 
tled the value of testing, for it had 
been a great factor in bringing the 
breed into prominence and increas- 
ing the value of Holstein cattle. The 
main point it seemed to him was to 
get the breeder started in testing work 
and then money was of little consider- 
ation. 

It was finally decided to leave the 
Record of Merit prizes as last year— 
no breeder.or firm can draw more 
than $15 in the year. 

In looking over the remarks of the 
members who took part in the discus- 
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sion on the Record of Merit prem- 
iums, they all lean towards helping 
the young breeders to test, but what 
encouragement is held out to them? 
All they receive is $15 during the 
year. Why not make it $25 or $30 for 
those who have not done any testing 
and give them some encouragement 
to take the work up? After they have 
once started testing, I do not think 
you will find they will quit as all the 
beginners for whom I have tested, 
have said that the money they spent 
on the test has been a great help to 
them, and that during the test they 
learned more about feeding and what 
a cow can take in regard to feed, than 
they ever knew before. 

The increased grant to the Toronto 
exhibition would be for the benefit of 
those who show. How many are 
doing testing work, compared to the 
number who attend the different ex- 
hibitions. I think you would find it 
would come to something like 10 to 
one in favor of the test work and the 
results of testing with the big records 
made have brought the Holstein breed 
before the public more than the show 
ring has and for the increased sales, 
you will have to look to the result of 
testing. 

Ask the breeders who attend the 
different shows what the prospective 
buyer inquires about first. You will 
find that he asks about the test. It 
is records he is after, not altogether 
show cattle. A first prize cow at any 
show without a record would not bring 
as high a price as one with a record 
at public auction. When attending 
sales, the first thing the buyer looks 
for in his catalogue is the record a 
cow has, or the backing of the bull. 
When they find good records, up goes 


tthe price. 


How many cows are there in Can- 
ada today that have never been test- 
ed because the owner could not see 
his way clear to foot the bill. Many 
of those might be 30-pound cows if 
they were tried out. 

Often you hear of cases where a 
man who has done testing finds a snap 
at a sale in a cow that has not been 
tested. He takes her home and makes 
a big record, when her former owner,

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who could not afford to test perh

The Americans are increasin 
prize money. Do not let the, ean 
dians go back. Let the breeders who 
have reaped the benefit of testing in 
days gone by lend a helping hand to 
encourage the young beginner and so 
help boost the breed. 

The Canadian association is on the 
increase. The number of registrations 
have increased fully 20 per cent and 
they have reached the 10,000 mark 
for the first time. The secretary re- 
ports that 322 new members have been 
enrolled, yet there is a falling off in 
the amount of testing done possibly 
due, to some extent, to the decreased 
amount of prize money offered by the 
association which is another strong 
reason why the premiums should be 
increased. 

The fourth annual meeting of the 
Oxford District Holstein Breeders’ 
Club was held in the Council Chamber 
of the City Hall, Woodstock, on Jan- 
uary 29th. The meeting was called 
to order by the president, Jas. Rettic, 
at 2 p. m. The minutes of the last 
annual meeting were read and adopt- 
ed. The financial statement and audi- 
tor’s report were also read and adopt- 
ed. After some discussion on points 
of interest to the club and their noble 
breed of cattle, the following officers 
were elected: 

President, S. J. Lanniman, Curries, 
Ont.; vice-president, J. Lensgler, Trav- 
istock, Ont.; secretary-treasurer, W. E. 
Thompson, Woodstock; auditor, R. J. 
Kelly, Culloden. Directors: George 
Prowse, Ostrander; A. E. Hulet, Nor- 
wich; W. Roth, Travistock; F. Griffin, 
Burgessville; M. McDowell, Oxford 
Center; H. Bollort, Travistock; Jas.

It was decided to hold their annual 
consignment sale on March 15th at 
Woodstock. 





The Annual Consignment Sale of the 
Southern Ontario Consignment Com- 
pany was held at Tillsonburgh on Tues 
day, February 8th, when a. good lot 
were offered for sale.

She is owned by 
the Lakeview Stock Farm, Bronte, 
Ont., owned by E. F. Osler and under 
the management of T. A. Dawson. 





In a letter from H. Lynn, who has 
charge of the well known herd of A. 
C. Hardy’s, Brockville, he reports some 
very good records so far, but says the 
best are yet to come. We generally 
look for good results from the Avon- 
dale herd. 

The mature cow who was under test 
at the time of writing was milking as 
high as 103.3 lbs. per day. She was 
practically not dry when her time to 
freshen was up. She is running very 
close to the 30-lb. mark, but owing to 
lack of rest and condition he hardly 
expects her to reach it. Last year 


she made a record of 29.12 lbs. and as 
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a 3-yr-old made 28.50 Ibs., milking at 
that time as high as 97 lbs. per day. 
She is one of the best offerings in- 
cluded in their record annual sale 
slated for May 17th and breeders look- 
ing for something good will be wise 
to make a note of her. She also has a 
daughter that made as a yearling near- 
ly. 21 lbs. butter. 

Three daughters of Prince Henger- 
veld Pietje, one 2 yrs. old with 21.03 
Ibs. butter, one 4 yrs., Speckle Pietje, 
made 27.201 and as high as 96.7 lbs. 
milk, giving 650 Ibs. for the 7 days. 
The other also a 4-yr-old, Pietje Sara 
Jewel, 27.87 lbs. and 111.7 lbs. for 30 
days. Neither one of these two were 
fitted for test: Mr. W. P. Allison has 
another daughter of the same sire that 
has passed the 30 Ib. mark. 

King Pontiac Artis Canada’s daugh- 
ters are now freshening and the first 
bunch are being put through the offic- 
jal test with good results, the first 
one making over 23 lbs. as a 2-yr-old 
and five others from 19 to 20 lbs., and 
they have twenty more to freshen. 

One of his daughters is from the 
Canadian fuil-aged champion for 7 ane 
30 days, viz: Belle Model Johanna 2d 
(14225) with a record of over 37 lbs. 
butter for 7 days and 148.40 lbs. butter 
for 30 days. Her 3-yr-old daughter, 
Belle Model Pietje, holds the Canadian 
3-yr-old record with 33.63 lbs. butter 
for 7 days and now her two-yr-old 
daughter Belle Model Queen has made 
22 Ibs. 

She also has a daughter that is a 
beauty and is due to freshen this 
month, in calf to the $5000.00 son of 
May Echo Sylvia, viz, Avondale Pon- 
tiac Echo. 

Another two-yr-old, Pontiac Senora, 
has made 21.65 lbs. butter and Pontiac 
Artis Sara, 19.24 lbs. and Pontiac 
Countess Echo freshened 30 days 
ahead of time and made over 17 lbs. 
At the time of writing he had three 
under test, one being a 3-yr-old hav- 
ing made about 24 lbs. for the first 
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7 days and still doing better. Up to 
the time of writing 13 have gone 
through the official test, 7 of them 
averaged over 20 Ibs. and the 13 aver- 
aging about 19 Ibs—all two-yr-olds 
which is certainly very promising, 
when you take into consideration that 
there is about 20 more to follow.

When to Begin Testing 


A question has been propounded to 
us by a Canadian reader of the World 
bearing on the advisability of when 
to begin testing after the freshening 
of a cow. Our subscriber states 
his question as follows: 


Will you kindly advise as to 
the proper time after freshening 
to test a cow for a seven-day test 
to get the highest percentage of 
butter fat? Also I have a two- 
year-old and four-year-old due to 
freshen about May ist. and May 
20th, 1916. Do you think it would 
pay me to test the two together? 
That is, carry the two-year-old un- 
til the four-year-old could enter 
the test, or test them both at dif- 

. ferent periods? Would I get 
enough better test to pay for the 
extra money spent? 


There is no great difference of 
opinion in regard to this matter, al- 
though slight differences in the meth- 
ods of handling animals are noted in 
answers to this question that have 
been received by the World. In gen- 
eral the concensus of opinion is that 
the sooner after freshening a cow is 
started in test the better the results 
will be. This is for two obvious rea- 
sons,—the fat percentage is higher 
and the milk flow is greater. Accord- 
ing to Wing in “Milk and its Products,” 
after about the third or fourth week 
in lactation, the percentage of fat in 
milk remains nearly constant until the 
seventh or eighth month. At the be- 
ginning of the lactation period the 
fat content is higher. 

The World submitted the question 
to a number of practical breeders for 
an answer and the answers practically 
agreed. We quote from two of them: 





HARRY M. DUNHAM 
The first seven days, as a rule, if 


both are good cows, I would start them 
in test as soon as I could—not wait 
for anything. If they are not promis- 
ing, I don’t think it advisable to run 
one alone.” 





CHAS. E. COLE 


I find that the sooner a cow is put 
on test after freshening, the higher 
percentage of butter fat is obtained. 
As a rule after the first week, the 
butter fat percentage will change with 
an increase of milk so that about the 
third week most cows are at their 
best. I would advise that the two- 
year-old be started as soon as possible 
so as to take advantage of the first 
milk flow and the four-year-old added 
as soon as practicable. I consider 
that the extra development received 
from milking four times per day will 
pay for the extra money spent. In 
making two separate runs there is a 
possibility in not getting a man to do 
your testing at the proper time. 





AXEL HANSEN 


The highest percentage of fat dur- 
ing a cow’s lactation period is nearly 
always obtained at the beginning of 
the period so if you are seeking the 
highest percentage of fat, I would ad- 
vise you to start as soon as the laws 
governing official testing allows it, 
which is at the beginning of the sev- 
enth day after freshening. However, 
if you are trying for a seven day rec- 
ord you may obtain as good results a 
little later, due to the fact that the in- 
crease in quantity of milk usually off- 


sets the decrease in percentage of fat. . 


Our records on two year olds show 
that they are made at from 14 to 28 
days after freshening. According to 
that I would advise you to feed and 
milk your two year old four times per

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day so as to get her up to her maxi- 
mum production of milk by the time 
the four year old is fresh and then 
run them both at the same time. 

The expense in running the two year 
old from May 7th to May 27th, (the 
day the four year old could start) 
would cost $63.00 plus traveling ex- 
penses in this state. This sum would 
be too large to spend on possibly one 
pound of butter and possibly none,

As a general rule if heifers or cows 
are in good condition and freshen 0, 
K., the highest percentage of fat may 
be expected between seven and twen- 
ty days after freshening. 

We would advise testing each heif- 
er, if they are in fine shape, just as 
soon as ready. If in ordinary condi- 
tion the two year old, with good care, 
most likely would do as well three 
weeks later as when other was ready. 

We think you would get enough bet- 
ter test if heifers were prepared. 





W. A. SALISBURY—BROTHERTOWN 
FARMS 


Usually cows have a higher percent- 
age of butter fat the first week in 
test. This is due, in my estimation, 
to a large amount of cake in the udder 
and feverish condition caused by par- 
tuition. The majority of cows, espec- 
ially if well fitted, will give their maxi- 
mum milk and butter fat about the 
third week on test. In other words a 
cow thin in flesh is quite liable to make 
her record in the first ten days;— 
while she will increase on milk later 
she will lose butter fat. 


I would order a tester for the 10th 
or 12th of May, giving the first heifer 
a chance to make a 30 day record, 
then take on the second as soon as 
she is ready. Milk heifer No. 1 three 
times daily, gradually bringing her up 
on feed and roots until supervisor ar- 
rives, then put her on four times. 





Editor World, Sir: 

Recent sales have been very satis- 
factory—one that is particularly 
worthy of note is that of one of the 
best bred and highest priced heifers 
in the State of Mississippi. She goes 
to Mr. Thomas Lucas, of Greenwood. 
He is an enthusiastic Holstein man 
and last year purchased from us his 
foundation of purebred stock—a hand- 
some pair of heifers of our own breed- 
ing, and a young grandson of King . 
Fayne Segis and of King Pontiac Cal- 
ypso, by our DeKol 2d bull Pietertje 
Paul Elsje. The dam of Mr. Lucas’ 
purchase is one of our best grand- 
daughters of Pontiac Korndyke—a 
cow weighing over 1600 lbs., that has 
milked over 100 lbs. in twenty-four 
hours, and has an A. R. O. record of 
29 lbs. The sire is Mutual Pietertje 


. Paul, and she is safe in calf to our 


young sire, King Segis Pontiac Clor- 
inda. A heifer calf from this mating 
would not be an undesirable addition 
to the Lueas herd.

Death of Dr. H. B. Favill 


Vice-President of National Association Victim of Pneumonia 


Dr. Henry Baird Favill, vice-presi- 
dent of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America, died Sunday, Feb 20, 
in Springfield, Mass, at the home of 
a friend, Geo. Dwight Pratt, whose 
guest he had been for the previous 
week. Dr. Favill was a resident of 
Chicago and came to Springfield to 
be a guest and speaker at the New 
England banquet of the Eastern 
States’ Agricultural Industrial Con- 
vention, which was held on Monday 
evening, February 14. He was presi 
dent of the National Dairy Council 
and one of the directors of the Nation- 
al Dairy Show Association of Chicago. 
Because of his enthusiasm and inter- 
est in dairying and agriculture in gen- 
eral, he had been chosen as one of 
the speakers at the eastern banquet. 
He came because of his keen interest 
in the movement of the Eastern States 
Exposition to revive the agricultural 
and dairy interests of New England 
and had been one of those who warm- 
ly endorsed the holding of the Na- 
tional Dairy Show of the present year 
in Springfield. 

Dr. Favill’s death was due to pneu- 
monia following a heavy cold which 
he contracted on the day of his arri- 
val at Springfield. He had previously 
attended the funeral of a friend for 
whom he had acted as physician and 
had exposed himself at the funeral 
and during his services as physician 
at the bedside of J. J. Herrick. Upon 
his arrival in Springfield he was strick- 
en with the disease and specialists 
were immediately called from Boston 
and New York to his bedside. Mrs. 
Favill and her son, Dr. John Favill, left 
Chicago on Tuesday and joined the 
stricken man at Springfield. It was 
thought for a day or two that he 
would rally but on Saturday he began 
to sink and early Sunday morning the 
end came. 

Funeral services for Dr. Favill were 
held in the Fourth Presbyterian church 
in Chicago on Tuesday. A delegation 
from the Eastern States Exposition 
accompanied the body from Spring- 
field to Chicago. Interment was made 
at Madison, Wisconsin. 

Dr. Favill was born in Madison, Au- 
gust 14th, 1860. He graduated from 
the University of Wisconsin and Rush 
Medical College of Chicago. Three 
years ago he was awarded the hon- 
orary degree of L. L. D. by the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. Dr. Favill first 
began to practice medicine in Madi- 
son and twenty-two years ago removed 
to Chicago where he rose rapidly in 
the profession and had for some years 
past been. regarded as one of Chicago’s 
most prominent physicians and one of 
the leading clinical authorities of this 
country. He had been president of 
the medical staff of St. Luke’s Hospi- 
tal of Chicago, Chairman of the Coun- 
cil of Health and Public Sanitation of 
the American Medical Association, 
Professor of Clinical Medicine in Rush 
Medical College, President of the Chi- 
cago Tuberculosis Institution, Presi- 
dent of the Municipal Voters League 
of the City Club of Chicago and vice- 
President of the Holstein-Friesian As- 


sociation. His social connections were 
evidenced by memberships in the Uni- 
versity Club, the City Club, the Saddle 
and Sirloin Club and the Commercial 
Club, 

In Holstein-Friesian circles, Dr. Fa- 
vill was well known. In addition to 
being in the midst of his second term 
as vice-president of the National As- 
sociation and being in line for eleva- 
‘tion to. the presidency in June, Dr, Fa- 
vill owned at Lake Mills, Wisconsin, 
& large farm of five hundred acres 
where he maintaired a herd of over 
200 pure bloods. He was an enthusias- 
tiac farmer and a firm believer in the 
important part that cattle and dairy- 
ing had played in the development of 
the middle west and will play in the 
development or revival of any section 
where they are introduced. 

Dr. Favill was of Indian descent and 
very proud of the fact. He claimed 
in his ancestry relationship to Kewin- 
quot, a celebrated chief of the Ottawa 
tribe, whose name means “Returning 
Cloud.” He was a man of robust 
physique, strong and healthy and of 
tireless energy: He leaves a host of 
friends both in the Holstein-Friesian 
fraternity and dairying interests in 
general and his loss will be keenly

Louisiana Breeders Or- 
ganize 


The organization of the Louisiana 
Holstein-Friesian Breeders Association 
at Baton Rouge on February 12th 
means a great deal to the dairy indus- 
try in the state. For scores of years, 
the Jersey has held full sway among 
farmers, large and small, in Louisiana 
and it has only been recently that 
there seemed to be a stronger demand 
for the famous Holstein-Friesian breed. 
The association was formed immedi- 
ately after.the public sale of nearly 
one hundred head of grade and pure- 
bred Holsteins, the bidding of which 
‘was participated in by about three 
jhundred farmers—all of them seemed 
|to have been converted that the Hol- 
{stein should share honors with the 
“narcel post” cow from now on. With 
‘the sale held at the state fair at 
‘Shreveport last November combined 
with the big number sold at Baton 
Rouge, there are more Holsteins in 
Louisiana, as a result of the two sales. 
{than there were 12 months ago—and 
more are coming. Had the day of the 
sale been twice as long as it was, 200 
head could have been sold. The in- 
terest in dairying in this state is on 
the upward trend and it is a safe bet 
\that nearly all of the commercial milk 
loffered in the cities of the state within 
'a few months will be Holstein milk.

In some 
cases, the shippers from the north 
lost, but they are satisfied as the sale 
has paved the way for a bigger future 
business. Another sale will ‘be held 
at the State fair next November, and 
another next winter.

There is no doubt in the minds of those who were for- 
tunate enough to be closely associated with Dr. Henry B. 
Favill, that.his death operates as a great loss to the Hol- 
stein-Friesian fraternity. While we were not privileged to 
know him, we feel sure from the warm words of eulogy 
spoken by his friends, that the loss sustained is very great 
and that his place will be hard to fill. 

His activities in behalf of the dairy and general agri- 
cultural interests of the whole country, stamped him at 
once as a man. of broad vision and a builder whose ideals 
were high. May he achieve a monument in the further- 
ence of these ideals by those who are to take up the work 
where he leaves it.. May the grief at his loss, hard though 
it seems, find some solace in the knowledge that the aims 
he sought and the ideals he established, are to be perpetu- 
ated in memory of him. 


Co-operating For Pasteurization 


If any further proofs of the desirability and necessity 
of the proposed law compelling the pasteurization of 
skimmed milk and whey by milk and cheese factories are 
needed than those submitted in a recent issue, the World 
stands ready to give them. We have been receiving a 
number of statements from breeders, dairymen and even 
cheese factory owners and operators commending the 
proposed legislation and offering their aid in furthering the 
passage of the bill, which we now understand has been 
introduced in the Assembly of New York State by Assembly- 
man Witter of Tioga. The New York State Agricultural 
Society favors the proposition, every breeder’s club and 
dairy association in the state favors it and even the cheese 
section of the New York State Dairymen’s Association 
passed resolutions at Rochester in December recommend- 
ing that it be made a law,—further than this, they are de- 
manding its passage. 

The cheese men and factory operatives in western New 
York State, according to an authoritative report, stand be- 
hind the proposed legislation to a man. This is a re-con- 
sideration on the part of the cheese and factory men of 
their position of a year ago, when they opposed the propo- 
sition and fought it tooth and nail. These men now realize 
the possibilities of the movement and its benefits to dairy- 
ing in general. A broad view and a sane one. 
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The opposition to the law is becoming more m 

the light of education begins to show the lasting Tesaue 
and advantages of such a step in the elimination of animal 
disease. The opposition has no standing in the count of 
reason and the campaign of education, undertaken by the 
oe and dairying interests of the state, is bearing 
ruit. 

The benefits accrue not only to New York State, but to 
the country in general and the question is therefore of 
paramount interest, not only to dairymen and breeders of 
New York State, but to all. New York is recognized as 
one of the centers from which breeding stocks are re- 
cruited for the whole country and what aids in purifying 
that source is of direct benefit to the entire country. 

Let the work go on. Now that interest has been aroused 
and an opportunity has been presented for co-operative 
effort to secure this legislation, let all who know this pro- 
posed law to ‘be a benefit to the dairy interests of the 
state, work together for its passage. Surely with the 
weight of evidence all in our favor and with the sentiment 
of the mass of the people so overwhelmingly favorable to 
the advance, we ought not to stop until every legislator 
representing the dairy interest of the state is acquainted 
with the facts and put on record as to his intentions 
regarding it.

After the War 


The following from a’Canadian Publication, “Farm 
and Dairy,” indicates what live stock breeders of the 
Dominion are thinking about these days: 


The Dominion Live Stock Commissicner has 
issued a statement to Canadian farmers, the first 
paragraph of which reads as follows : 

“Owing to the heavy drain upon the live stock 
of the various warring countries of Europe, they 
have been forced to go abroad for supplies. The 
longer the war lasts the greater will be this demand. 
Moreover, when peace is restored, these countries 
will require large numbers of the various classes of 
animals to replenish their studs, herds and flocks. 
It should be borne in mind, however, that the buyers 
who come to this country after the war will require 
better animals than have been bought during war 
time, as they will be used largely for breeding 
purposes.” 

It is the latter part of this statement which is 
significant, At the present time, the demand from 
the warring countries is largely for horses and, to 
a great extent, this demand will relieve us of a 
class of horses that we can very well afford to be 
without. But the demand for this class of horse 
will last only so long as the Buropean countries 
are at war. The second demand, and the one which, 
if taken advantage of, will bring the greatest and 
most permanent prosperity to the Canadian live 
stock industry, will call for the very best that we 
have in the country.. If we are not prepared to 
cater to the demand for good breeding stock, Euro- 
pean buyers will look elsewhere. The demand will 
be not only for breeding horses, but for cattle as 
well, both dairy and beef. Now is the time to 
get ready for that demand. We can do it by breed- 
ing only the best mares, saving the heifer calves 
from the best cows, and, above all, using only pure- 
bred and well-bred sires. 

We assume that American breeders are prepared for the 
demand that will be made upon them, subsequent to the 
European war. There is little question but that this 
demand for pure bred live stock is coming, nor is there 
any question but that breeders are being amply warned 
of it. Should they not be ready to supply demands it 
will be their own fault.

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New Jersey Holstein Men 
Meet 


The attendance at the annual meeting of the New 
Jersey Holstein Breeders Association held February 12th 
at Somerville, is a pretty fair indication of the enthusiasm 
and enterprise of New Jersey Holstein Breeders. There is 
little question but that the breeders of this state have much 
to be proud of as a result of their achievement in the 
development of Holsteins and Hon. D..D. Aitken of Flint 
Mich., president of the National Association, in his address 
took cognizance of this fact. He complimented them 
upon their work, citing the development of the breed and 
the breaking of numerous records in that state, as instances 
of their skill and ability. Mr, Aitken’s address was a 
feature of the day’s program and in that address he also 
took occasion to preach a well- rounded sermon upon the 
value of dairy products. 

Mr. Aitken said that in this present age, with the cost 
of living going upwards, there is a deplorable lack of 
knowledge of the value of milk as a food product. Few 
housekeepers are aware that there is as much nutriment 
in one quart of milk costing eight cents as there is in the 
average pound of beefsteak and very few housewives 
know that they can reduce their living expenses fully 25 
per cent by substituting milk in various forms for meat 
and that the health of the consumer of the milk products, 
will in addition, be greatly benefitted by the change.

Ormsby Jane’s Latest Es- 
capades 


Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie, the sensational four year 
old that was uncovered recently by Pine Grove Farms, 
or that uncovered Pine Grove Farms, as you choose, is 
still on the rampage, according to late advices from F. C. 
Niemann, business manager of Pine Grove Farms. The 
“great white heifer,” as they call her, has so far exceeded 
all previous records for seven, thirty, sixty and ninety 
days, that her performance may be characterized as sensa- 
tiona] in every respect. The latest development regarding 
her is the completion of a ninety day official test. In 
that time she has produced 500.58 lbs. of butter and 904.7 
lbs. of milk. She will exceed that record by ten pounds 
after some “low” days have been cut out. This puts the new 
champion above K. P. Pontiac Lass by 2181.2 lbs. of milk 
and 73.90 Ibs. of butter for the ninety day period. 

Perhaps we can get a better idea of what this record 
means by comparison of Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie’s 90-day 
production with that of other great cows of the breed. A 
comparison furnished us by Mr. Niemann gives the follow- 
ing figures for her margins over nine of the leading cows 
of the breed.

There have been three verification tests made upon 
the new champion. Prof. Royce of Cornell University 
and by the way, a Guernsey enthusiast, made the first 
verification and observation test when Ormsby Jane broke 
the seven day record of K. P. Pontiac Lass. Needless to 
say, Prof. Royce was very strict in his attention to the ani- 
mal during this test. He was on duty during the entire 
twenty-four hours,—did. not sleep a wink watching her 
feed and care and observing every milking. He even 
required the milker to roll his sleeves to ‘the elbow while 
milking. 

The second verification test was made personally by 
H. H. Wing, the head of the Department of Animal Hus- 
bandry, New York State College of Agriculture and in 
whose charge all the official and semi-official testing done 
in New York State rests. This test was made after the 
completion of the new champion’s seven day record and 
she held strictly to the figures. 


The third was a verification and observation test under 
the supervision of two men sent by Prof. Wing, Roy BE. 
Clark and H. W. Walker. This was at the completion of 
her sixty day record. The pair never left Ormsby Jane 
alone for a moment, every movement being watched by 
at least one of the supervisors and most of the time by 
both. Separate tests were made of the fat and these 
were checked together afterward. During this verification 
test, Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie produced 6.67 lbs. of butter, 
which is at the rate of 46.68 per week. 


Not satisfied with this the new queen of the dairy 
world for the seven days following this third verification 
test produced 44.50 of butter, which slightly increased her 
earlier record of 44.42 for the seven day period. It was 
impossible, however to allow this record because of the 
fact that the milking at which the record ended was a few 
moments late and the rule requiring that no record can be 
commenced or ended on a late milking, automatically re- 
moved the record from consideration. There is little doubt 
but that this record has been the most closely watched and 
most fully verified of any of the great World’s Records made 
since the introduction of the Advanced Registry system. 

Pine Grove Farms reports that after the completion of 
one hundred twenty days in test Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie 
will be withdrawn from official work, bred to Rag Apple 
Korndyke 8th and prepared for her next freshening, at 
which time she will be started against all milk and butter 
records from one day to one year. 





A Course for Managers

Would like to ask throvgh the col- 
umns of your paper regarding a calf 
born November 12th. This calf had a 
slight attack of the scours when about 
three weeks old and since that time his 
hair has looked rough and he don’t seem 
to flesh up, while he has been eating his 
milk and feed all right, but now he seems 
to be constipated and won’t eat his feed. 
About two weeks ago he was the same 
way. Can you tell me anything to make 
this calf pick up? F. E 

New Jersey. 

There may be many causes for your 
calf being in the condition described, 
each and every one of which has to 
be removed before the calf becomes 
healthy. First of all give the calf a 
good clean place and warm. Keep it 
so. Give it a clean pail to eat from, 
feed it very regularly and often in 
small quantities. Be sure the cow 
which supplies the milk is not fed on 
soft or damaged food. Let everything 
be appropriate. First treatment for 
constipation. Give Castor Oil one 
ounce, Aromatic Cascara Sagrada one 
dram mixed. If his condition does not 
improve, give the above every other 
day until it does. If he does not eat 
drench him with a quart of milk and 
two raw eggs, 30 grains of pepsin, as 
many times a day as you think he re- 
quires it. When he does eat natural, 
give in his milk a tablespoonful each 


time of lime water, also once a day, 
one pint of flaxseed tea made by add- 


ing two quarts of boiling water to | 


one-half a pound of the whole seed. 
Be faithful in your treatment and suc- 
cess will crown your efforts. 


I bought a valuable pure bred Holstein 
bull two months ago. I have had him 
nearly two months now and he has 
coughed ever since I got him. It seems 
to me to be just a little husky cough, (al- 
most as if he had something in his 
throat, not a deep cough at all. Some- 
times he does not seem’ to cough for 
perhaps half a day and then I think. he 
is better, but he always starts again. 
Otherwise he is the finest calf 1 ever 


saw, as hearty and lively as can be, a ' 


vigorous eater and looks fine. He gets a 
little ensilage, oats, hay and bran and 
12 lbs. new milk per day. I was feeding 
him 25 lbs. new milk some time ago but 
reduced him to 12 lbs. thinking the cough 
might. be indigestion, but he is no better. 
Could you tell me what’s wrong with 
him and how to treat him?

Mr. Hershey’s Supt. 


A man who is big enough to manage 
an enterprise of such size as that 
developed by the Hershey interests 
in Pennsylvania cannot be a prophet. 
We base this assertion upon a saying, 
which to the best of our information 
and belief, is taken from the Bible, 
that saying being “A prophet is with- 
out honor in his own country.” 

For down in Lancaster County, 
where H. C. Reinhold, superintendent 
of the Hershey Farms lives, they con- 
sider that Mr. Hershey made no mis- 
take in the selection of a superintend- 
ent to manage an enterprise consist- 
ing of seventy farms, embracing 9000 
acres and stocked with $100,000 worth 
of pure bred registered Holsteins. In 
fact they. rather deplore his leaving 
Lancaster county to take up his new 
position in another part of the state. 
In discussing the recent engagement 
of Mr. Reinhold by M. S. Hershey, the 
Lancaster New Era pays a tribute to 
Mr. Reinhold’s ability as a manager 
and incidentally, gives us an insight 
into some of the reasons why Mr. 
Reinhold has risen to the position he 
now holds. Here is what the Era has 
to say of him: 

Mr. Reinhold’s rise from obscurity 
has been little short of sensational. 
He came to this country with his par- 
ents from Germany when a boy of 
nine years of age. As soon as he ac- 
quired the English language he start- 
ed out for himself, and worked for 
farmers in Wisconsin and Illinois. 

Reaching man’s estate, he drifted to 
Chicago and fell into newspaper work, 
with which he was identified for some 
years. He came to Lancaster, as he 
says, without a dollar and located at 
Willow street, and later at East 
Petersburg. He started farming, and 
eight years ago bought his first bunch 
of eight registered Holstein cows and 
heifers. He started breeding, and 
sales were begun. Today he has in 
his big breeding barns at East Peters- 
burg fifty head of registered cattle 
that would bring in the open market 
anywhere from $150 to $500 apiece. 
All, too, from an humble beginning. 
Three years ago he purchased (be- 
fore its birth) the famous bull calf, 
King Pontiac Magadora, for which 
he has since refused $10,000.

drink more at a time. There’s no other 
way for me.” 

Mr. Vandervort admitted that water- 
ing the cows outside twice a day with 
partially warm water is better than the 
old way, but pointed out that this 
method requires the animals to drink 
so much more water at one time in 
order to get “filled up” that its bene- 
ficial results are in doubt. 

Manure is hauled out daily with a 
spreader at the White City farm, and 
there are usually four men on hand to 
do the work. 

Mr. Vandervort had 17 head of thor- 
oughbreds when he came to Sidney, 
and four years later, after he had 
bought and bred along several lines, 
he sold 83 head for $20,185 at the first 
public sale ever held in that vicinity. 
This was an average of about $243 per 
head, bulls, cows and young stock, and 
every head, the owner says was sold. 
There was no “by-bidding.” The sale 
attracted a great deal of attention to 
the breeder himself and to Sidney as 
the natural center of a large territory 
devoted principally to Holstein inter- 
ests. Paul Calamo Korndyke, “the 
greatest show bull in the world,” as 
Mr. Vandevort styles him, may be 
said to have been the feature of this 
first sale, for they were mostly his 
daughters that made up the sale cata- 
logue list, a fine bunch of yearling and 
two-year-old heifers.

Mr. Vandervort showed six or seven 
years altogether, making the Allen- 
town, Pa., the Hartford, Conn., the 
New York and New Jersey state fairs 
and various county fairs in his section 
of New York State. The last exhibi- 
tion he “made” was the National Dairy 
Show at Chicago the fall before his 
first sale, but he still takes great pride 
in some of his winnings. Among the 
animals in his strings was Nancy Par- 
thenea Jewel, one of the great show 
cows of the breed, whom -he showed 
four or five years, winning on her 
everywhere.

“There are enough other good things 
going in the sade to make the prospec- 
tive buyers’ mouth water. There are 
two cows nine years old, one with a 
record of 29.53 lbs. and a son out of 
John Arfmann’s $50,000 bull. I have in 
mind one giving 40 lbs. of milk per 
day and with a record of 15,000 Ibs. in 
10 months. She is due March 25. She 
has a 19-lb. record now and there is no 
reason why she should not make it 25 
or 28 lbs. There is Oakvale Beauty 
Korndyke, her two half sisters and one 
full sister. She made 15.16 .lbs. eight 
months and 20 days from calving, and 
she freshened again late in January, 
1916, by Korndyke Butter Boy Jo- 
hanna.

The distribution of the 26th volume of the Advanced Register Year Book 
goes steadily on; every mail bringing applications from breeders who have just re- 
membered that they have not as yet sent in their subscriptions. It is a beautiful 
pook of 1,171 pages filled with information of the highest value to Holstein breeders. 
The price to all alike is two dollars per copy delivered, and including postage, no- 
where near covers the cost of the book to the Association. Values of our cattle rest 
largely on advanced registration. Of a bull it is asked; “Is his dam A. R. O.? Has 
he good A. R. O. backing?’ Of a cow, “Is she A. R. O.? What is her breeding? 
Only through the aid of the Blue Book can such questions be satisfactorily answered. 


What the Blue Book Contains. 


The 26th volume of the Advanced Register Year Book contains all entries 
of all kinds received and accepted to advanced registration from May 1, 1914, to 
April 30, 1915,; a complete list of sires of A. R. O. daughters, with all daughters 
of active sires that have been admitted to advanced registry and the milk and fat 
productions of such daughters, together with lists of the sons and daughters of such 
active sires as are themselves the sires or dams of tested daughters; a complete list 
of dams with two or more A. R. O. daughters; the records of the daughters of the 
active dams, and the names of the sons and daughters of such active dams as are 
themselves the sire or dams of tested daughters. . 

In addition to this there are lists of the twenty-five leading animals in each 
of the seven classes of the four prize divisions, and the prize lists for the fiscal year

ace The Short-Time Summaries. 


During the period from January 4th to 15th, 1916, the reports of tests of 675 
animals were received and have been accepted to entry in the Holstein-Friesian 
Advanced Register Year Book; seventy of which were begun not less than eight 
months after the freshening of the cows making them, one hundred and sixty-seven 
of which were semi-official yearly or lactation records. Of the 43s ordinary records 
reported, seventeen were extended to fourteen days, one to fifteen, two to twenty- 
one, and twenty-one to thirty days. This herd of 438 animals, ot which nearly one- 
half were heifers with first or second calves, produced in seven consecutive days, 
177,659.5 lbs. milk containing 6,376.635 Ibs. of butter-fat, thus showing an average of 
$.59 per cent fat. The average production for each animal was 408.4 lbs. milk con- 
taining 14.658 Ibs. fat.

In the semi-official long-time division will be found one hundred and sixty- 
seven reported tests.

milk containing 89,359.11 Ibs. of butter-fat, showing an average of 3:39 per cent fat. 
The average production for each animal was 15,770.7 lbs. milk containing 535.08 Ibs. 
of butter-fat. e
